} UNEARTH SKELETON OF GIANT 


, Bones of Supposed Mound Builder 


Those of Man Eight or Nine 
:ı Feet High. 

Dr. W. J. Holland, curator of the 
Carnegie museum, Pittsburgh, and his 
assistant, Dr, Peterson, n few’ days 
ago opened up a mound of the ancient 
race that inhabited this section and se- 
cured the skeleton of a man who 
when in the flesh was between eight 
and nine feet in height, says a Greens 
burg (Pa.} dispatch to the Philadel- 
phia Inquirer. i | 

This mound, which was ariniy | 
about 100 feet long and more than 12 
feet high,‘ has becu somewhat worn | 
down by time. It is on the J. B. 
ecrist farm in South Huntington 
township. ‘This farm has been in the 
Secrist ndme for more tifan a cen- 
‘tury, i 

The most interesting feature in the 
recent excavation was the mummified 
torso of the human body, which the 
‘experts figured was luid to rest at 
least 400. years ago. Portions of the 
bones dug up and the bones in the 
legs, Prof. Peterson declares, nre 
those of a person between eight and 
nine feet in height. The scientist 
figures that this skeleton was the 
framework of. a person of the prehis- 
torle race that inhabited this section 
before the American Indians. 

The torso and the portions of the 
big skeleton were shipped to the Car- 
negle . museum. Drs. Holland) ang 
Peterson supervised the explorations 
on the Secrist mound with the great- 
est of care. The curators believe the 
map whose skeleton they secured be- 
longed to the mound builder class,

WILL TEST WATER-CIVINING ` 


French Government to Try Plan in Ef- 
fort to Locate Precious Fluid i 
in the Sahara. 

The government of France has de- 
cided to test tne value of water-divin- 
iħg in its African colohies, and an im- 
pressively expert committee compris- 
ing geologists and surveyors, as well 
as diviners, has been appointed to np- 
ply the magie red to the Sahara. Since 
Moses first struck water from the rock 
the qugstion of divining has been a 
moot one, and the world is no less 
credulous of its results in this age than 
in ancient days.
